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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 1-142 are pending as filed 29 January 2004. 

2. In light of the complexity of the restriction requirement for this application, no 
telephone communication regarding the restriction has been made.

Restrictions

I. Claims 1-83, drawn to a process of fracturing a portion of a subterranean 
formation, classified in class 166, subclass 271 +. 

II. Claims 84-142, drawn to a process of preparing a well bore treatment 
fluid, classified in class 507, subclass 200+. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

4. Inventions I and II are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that 
they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of 
operation, different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In 
the instant case the different inventions are a method of using and a method of making 
a product, which are by definition unrelated. 

5. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their different 
classification, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
